Wednesday recommended that 
the City council call for an 
election to establish a one per 
cent sales tax in Sikeston. 
The council is expected to call 
the election at a special meeting 
at noon Friday in the City 
Administrative Building. 
The election is expected to be 
held before June 30 so the city 
can begin collecting revenue 
later this year. The tax would 
raise an estimated $475,000 in 
revenue. 
Other recommendations from 
the committee include keeping a 
separate budget for the sales 
tax, so citizens can see more 
easily where the money goes, 
annual 
publication 
of 
the 
proposed budget and audit of 
sales tax revenues to insure 
accountability, 
keeping 
an 
advisory committee to oversee 
administration of the funds and 
a five year capital and service 


improvement program. 


The five year program in­ 
cludes an industrial park, im­ 
provements in fire and police 
departments, 
free 
trash 
collection for elderly on low 
fixed incomes, recreation and 
park improvements, street and 
storm 
sewer 
improvements, 
water and sewer trunkage ex­ 
tensions and reduction of the 
merchants licenses. 


The industrial park proposal 
has gained new backers on the 
committee with the closing of 
the International Shoe Co. plant. 
The 
park 
proposal, 
already 
backed by 
the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Sikeston 
Industrial Development Corp., 
would create a 100- acre in­ 
dustrial site. 
Cost of the park is estimated 
at $400,000, including purchase 
of the land, and extension of 
utilities and marketing of the 
site. The cost would be spread 


over a five-year period with the 
sales tax paying the way. 
Fire improvements include 
two new pumpers, installation of 
fire alarm boxs in high risk 
areas, and an additional man at 
each station so there will be two 
men per station instead of one as 
now. 
Improvements could reduce 
the city’s fire rating from nine 
to six and reduce fire insurance 
rates as much as 15 per cent, 
according 
to 
City 
Manager 
Charles Church. 
Police improvements would 
largely be in the area of training 
and salary improvements. 
Free trash collection for the 
elderly would cost the city an 
estimated $47,000. 
The sales tax would help pay 
for the cost of maintaining the 
city park system, which has 
risen from $50,000 with 13 parks 
to $90,000 with the addition of the 
Recreation Complex. 
Revenue 
would 
also 
be 


available for park system im­ 
provements. 
Church told the group the city 
had to pass up $150,000 in federal 
grants because the city could not 
put $50,000 in matching grants. 
A large portion of 
the grants 
were for street work. 
The city has a committment to 
extend water and sewer lines 
into three areas of land recently 
annexed, including the Lavalle 
Property 
and 
Schuerenburg 
property south of Sikeston and 
the Burt Rowe property north of 
town. 
The sales tax would also 
permit lowering of the cost of 
merchants licenses by 25 per 
cent. The license cost is based on 
the amount of business done. 
Church told the committee that 
the cost of the license was raised 
in the past to help balance the 
budget. 
He said the council 
indicated that it would like to 
reduce the license whenever 
possible.

FARM POLICY BE? 
So that is that! The inability of 
members 
of 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives favoring the 
1975 Emergency Farm Bill to 
override President Ford’s veto 
means that any early revision in 
the target and loan prices for 
U.S. grain farmers is a. dead 
issue. Though The Star believed 
modest increases were in order 
to protect farmers from the 
possibility of calamitous farm 
price declines, we do not intend 
to quibble further with the will of 
the Ford administration and the 
House. 
However, 
farm 
legislation 
continues to be very much on the 
minds of members of Congress. 
Some 
of 
them 
believe U.S. 
agriculture is, in fact, operating 
mindlessly without real purpose 
or aim. indeed, livestock and 
grain 
m arkets 
have 
been 
I fluctuating widely in recent 
months 
in 
the 
interplay of 
weather, export ahd domestic 
demands, .the recession, 
in­ 
ternational politics and other 
complex factors that influence 
agriculture. Their contention is 
that the U.S. in reality has no 
specific farm policy at all. 
During a recent Kansas City 
visit, Sen. Dick Clark (D-Iowa), 
indicated he was preparing to 
offer 14 amendments to the 1973 
Farm Bill. Most of them deal 
with revisions in Public Law No. 
480, America’s Food for Peace 
Program, and with the Food 
Stamp Program. Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey (D-Minn.) and others 
also are * preparing bits and 
pieces of new farm legislation. 
Senator Clark, a delegate to 
the World Food Conference in 
Rome and an advocate there of 
increasing 
U.S. 
foreign 
aid 
commitments on the spot, ad­ 
mitted that the threat of world 
famine has been overcome for 
the moment. Hs conceded that 
post-conference action by the 
Ford Administration increasing 
U.S. 
grain 
contributions by 
some 2 million metric tons was a 
major factor. But the Iowan 
favors a more regular level of 
world food aid, explaining: 
“What we need to do now in 
food, I think, is to commit 
ourselves to a minimum amount 
every year. I think it should be 
something like 5 million tons a 
year, so there is a dependable 
supply. That is a relatively 
small amount and something we 
clearly could handle financially. 
Then other countries that have 
continual 
problems 
with 
malnutrition would be assured 
of a regular supply.” 
So regardless of what has 
happened, it is apparent the 
White House and Earl L. Butz, 
agriculture secretary, soon may 
be obliged to consider new 
legislation on the farm scene, 
including the possibility of new 
d ia ls to reconcile the farmers’ 
ability 
to 
cope with high 
production costs and uncertain 
conmodity and livestock prices. 
As a voice of the wo*ld’s food 
basket, which the Kansas City 
area certainly is, we would hope 
in

CECIL B. DEMILLE 
REMEMBERED 
It all started in August 1944 
when Cecil B. DeMille received 
a letter from the American 
Federation of Radio Artists, one 
of the two unions to which he 
belonged. (The other was the 
Screen Directors’ Guild.) 
In the letter, DeMille was told 
that officials of the Los Angeles 
local of AFRA had voted to 
assess each member a one 
dollar political assessment to be 
usef in opposing a proposition 
scheduled to appear on the 
California 
ballot 
in 
the 
November 
election. 
That 
proposal was “Proposition 12,” 
which 
would 
have outlawed 
compulsory 
unionism 
in the 
state. 
The one dollar assessment to 
fight the Right to Work proposal 
had to be 
paid by September 1, 


under pain of suspension from 
membership in the union. A 
single buck, but to DeMille a 
king’s ransom in principle. 
He 
said 
later, 
“When- 
I 
received the letter, I knew, or 
thought I knew, something about 
the American citizen’s right to 
political 
freedom. 
When 
I 
studied Proposition 12,1 decided 
to vote for it. And here my union 
was demanding that I pay $1 into 
a political campaign fund to 
pursuade other citizens to vote 
against Proposition 12...Even if 
I were opposed to Proposition 12, 
I asked myself, did my union, 
did any organization, have the 
right to impose a compulsory 
political assessment upon any 
citizen, under pain of the loss of 
his right to work?” 
What was at stake to DeMille? 
His job with the popular Lux 
Radio Theater, which at the 
time had an audience of 20-30 
million every Monday night. In 
terms of money, the. job meant 
only $100,000 a year. 
“On the other side of the scale 
was 
$l-with 
my 
political 
freedom pinned to it.” 
After much agonizing, and 
against the advice of many close 
friends and associates, DeMille 
made his decision. He refused to 
be 
coerced into 
paying 
the 
dollar. He conducted the Lux 
Radio Theater for the last time 
on January 22, 1945. After that 
he was banned permanently 
from radio and television 
On March 17, 1945, friends 
purchased air time so he could 


tell the American people-over a 
nationwide 
radio 
broadcast- 
exactly what happened. The 
response was overwhelming. No “ 
movie with the exception of The 
King of Kings and The Ten 
Commandments 
had 
ever 
brought so much mail, he later 
reported. 
The letters, he said, “came 
from every part of the country 
and from every fighting front 
where Americans wore still at 
war. 
They 
w ere 
from 
Democrats and Republicans, 
rich and poor, men, women, and 
even children in all walks of life. 
Many of the 
most touching 
came from union members of 
their wives. The gist of them all 
was 
much 
the 
same: 
‘Do 
something to keep what has 
happened to you from happening 
to the rest of us.” 
Many of the letters contained 
money. 
To 
those who sent 
money asking that he pay the 
assessment and return to the 
air, he sent back their money. 
“But others sent money...in 
some instances as Tittle as a 
dime, all they could afford-for 
me to use to fight the power that 
could cut off a man’s livelihood 
if he refused to obey its dic­ 
tates.” 
The money was deposited in a 
bank account, giving birth to the 
DeMille Foundation for Political 
Freedom. 
Thirty years have gone by 
since Cecil B. DeMille made his 
choice. It’s a choice that will 
always be remembered by those 
who cherish personal freedom 
over tyranny.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON-President 
Ford’s own files dispute his 
statements 
and confirm our

Graham Martin’s handling of 
the Vietnam evacuation. 


After we reported that Martin 
had 
badly 
botched 
the 
evacuation effort, the President 
defended him. Martin did a 
“good job” 
and directed 
a 
“successful evacuation,” said 
Ford. 
This is not what the con­ 
fidential White House records 
show! We have had access to 
some of these documents. We 
have 
also 
interviewed 
key 
people who were involved in the 
evacuation, including some of 
the refugees themselves. 
The President outlined his 
objectives at a secret strategy 
session April 9 in the conference 
room next to his oval office. His 
first concern, he said, was to 
save “about 6,000 Americans 
now in South Vietnam.” 
But he also declared firmly: 
“A 
large 
number of South 
Vietnamese have worked for the 
U.S. at great personal peril. 
Roughly 175,000 to 200,000 will be 
the 
first 
to 
suffer...I 
think 
there’s a moral responsibility 
for us to help those people who 
helped us.” 
Secretary 
of State 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
according 
to 
the 
confidential minutes, stressed 
that the “removal must be 
handled so as to avoid panic.” 
He reflected the views of his 
man in Saigon, the implacable 
Graham 
M artin who 
kept 
dragging his heels. 
A few senators, privy to the 
developments 
in 
Saigon, 
became alarmed over the slow 
pace of the evacuation. 
In 
response to their inquiries, the 
President invited the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to 
the White House on April 14 fora 
briefing, 
which 
he 
stressed 
“must be an executive (secret) 
session.” 
“Mr. President,” pleaded Sen. 
Charles Percy, R.-Ill., “could 
you order that every seat be 
filled on every outgoing plane?” 


Ford said that Kissinger had 
already given Martin orders 
which “should achieve that.” 
“We- felt the President should 
be sure through some agent - 
other than Martin that your 
orders are 
being 
urgently 
carried out,” interjected Sen. 
Jacob Javits, R.-N.Y. “Our first 
priority must be to bring every 
American out and such Viet­ 
namese...as 
can 
be brought * 
out.” 
“The orders that we have 
given will be carried out,” the 
President 
promised. 
Then, 
referring to the Vietnamese, he 
pledged: “As far as I can, within 
the law, I’m going todoall I can 
to help those people.,.” 
But it was too late; Martin had 
waited too long. He was unable 
to process all the Vietnamese 
who clamored to escape. The 
State Department, for example, 
wanted to cable Saigon a list of 
intellectuals 
who 
were 
vulnerable 
to 
Communist 
retaliation 
and ' should 
be 
rescued. 
But 
Martin, 
incredibly, 
refused even to accept the list. 
He informed the State Depar­ 
tment icily that the embassy 
was making the decisions and 
had matters in hand. 
Meanwhile, on April 21, the 
Vietnam ese 
who 
thronged 
outside the embassy to save 
their families were greeted with 
this - 
poignant 
notice: 
“ P E T I T I O N S 
F O R 
RELATIVES. Due to the press 
of 
business, 
we 
have tem­ 
porarily suspended acceptance 
of petitions for parents, brothers 
and sisters. DO NOT WAIT IN 
LINE IF YOU ARE HERE FOR 
THIS PURPOSE. We hope to be 
able to accept petitions for 
parents, brothers and sisters in 
the near future.” 
The next day, according to 
White House minutes, Kissinger 
reported 
that 
it 
was 
“not 
realistic to count on die release 
of 
large 
numbers of South 
Vietnamese.” 
There 
was 
little 
m ore 
President Ford could do except 
joke about the crisis. The con­ 
fidential minutes quote him as 
telling about* one man who 
“showed up with four wives.”

He bundled his family aboard 
q, 7 a.m. bus for the airport, 
where he was told he had missed 
his flight and would have to 
return to the end of the line. It 
took san e frantic arguing and 
appealing for him to get his 
family aboard a later flight. 
Since the $6,000 bribe money had 
wiped out their entire life’s 
savings, they arrived in the' 
United States penniless.

Could reverse 
recession: 
Billion dollar waste and agency 
failure 
finally 
admitted 
by 
Welfare chiefs 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Trouble 
with the quadruple coffee-break, 
car-pool crowd in government 
agencies, is that they rarely 
read each other’s thick reports. 
If they did, they’d know exactly 
where to find a billion dollars a 
year which is being wasted and 
could be. used to launch a 
housing construction boom and 
put almost a million hard-hats 
back to work. 
This 
billion 
dollars 
is 
in 
“ w elfare w aste.” 
I ’m 
not 
writing of fraud - ju st waste. A 
high executive of the Health, 
Education 
and 
W elfare 
Department (HEW) finally has 
admitted 
officially 
that 
the 
money is being lost because of 
sheer “agency failure.” This 
report comes right out of the 
HEW Social and Rehabilitation 
Service (SRS) and refers only to 
the section pouring out money in 
the 
Aid 
to Fam ilies with 
Dependent Children (AFDC). 
' In other words - massive 
maladministration. Failure of 
caseworkers to look in their 
files; failure to check welfare 
homes to see if children on roles 
have turned 
18 and no longer 
are eligible; failure to knock on 
doors to 
discover if absent 
fathers have returned or jobless 
parents are working again ; and 
just careless failure to close 
cases. Thus 50 per cent of the 
moneys are lost through lazhess, 
indifference, or inefficiency and 
50 per cent because of “clients” 
not realizing they’re no longer 
eligible. 
Further, 
Robert 
Carleson, 
U.S. Commissioner of Welfare, 
tells 
me 
that 
an 
effective 
“quality 
control 
(eligibility) 
system 
has 
never 
been 
developed.” Now, this is for 
AFDC alone. 
There 
is 
another report 
disclosing much the same abuse 
and wastage in the $14 billion 
yearly Medicaid program. No 
one really knows how much of 
this money is wasted. As for 
fraud, the re p a t discloses that 
. ‘. . ‘20 states have never referred 
a suspected Medicaid fraud case 
to state or federal law en­ 
forcem ent 
agencies 
for 
prosecution.” 
I’m told that between waste 
and fraud in this Medical Ser­ 
vices Administration 
(SR S 
section), the annual loss runs 
“into the billions every year.” 
So now let’s look in on the 
Congress 
whore 
House 
and 
Senate 
conferees 
haggled 
recently over a housing bill. If 
signed by the President it would 
create more than 800,000 con­ 
struction jobs. It would provide 
low interest mortgage money. It 
would help jobless homeowners 
keep their property. 
It wmAld touch off the recovery 
rocket by making hundreds of 


thousands of “housing, starts” 
possible. Since the construction 
industry, 
especially 
housing 
with its fantastic appetite for 
household appliances, furniture, 
carpeting, etc., is the nation’s 
biggest 
industrial 
field, 
all 
America would benefit from the 
bill. 
There are now about one 
million 
(out of six 
million) 
jobless construction workers. 
Grimly 
the 
length 
of their 
jobless 
periods 
is 
growing 
longer 
and 
longer. 
Now 
averaging over 20 weeks, the 
specialists tell me. 


Thus, 
if 
one-sixth 
of 
the 
nation’s - construction workers 
are 
unemployed, 
the con­ 
struction 
industry’s feeder 
businesses must be laying off 
employes 
as well. 
AFL-CIO 
construction 
department 
president 
Bob 
Georgihe 
estimates that an additional 1.5 
million 
workers 
have 
been 
discharged in the allied fields. 
Thus there are now some 2.5 
millioi jobless 
because the 
building and construction field is 
hard hit. That’s why the bill to 
aid home building is so vital. It 
would put almost a million hard- 
hats back to work directly -- ahd 
hundreds of thousands more in 
the support industries. 


But the argument against all 
this is - it will cost money. 
About $1.3 to $1.5 billioiv.in4wcr- 
years. I don’t know if the bill is a 
breadwinning panacea a not. It 
may put only 500,060 
men back 
to work. But for the moment this 
isn’t the issue. 
The point is that far-more than

said St. Joseph Democrat Mark 
Youngdahl of the revisions for 
the 10-year-old lobbying law.

Saying that the secretary has 
had full reports from the Greek 
government on its views, the 
official told the reporters that 
t\issinger would spend much of 
his time talking about Cyprus

The House has postponed ac­ 
tion until after it returns from 
its Memorial Day recess on a 
bill designed as a substitute for 
Ford’s oil-import control pro­ 
posals. Ford had said he would 
go ahead with the tax imposi­ 
tion unless Congress acted on a 
substitute this month. 
“We had a pleasant conversa­ 
tion, but that was all,” Albert 
told newsmen about his talk 
with Ford. “He has the matter 
under study. The best thing in 
the world to do is to have 
something under study all the 
time.” 
The House bill is tentatively 
scheduled for floor action the 
week of June 10, but Albert 
said there is still considerable 
disagreement over the meas­ 
ure. 
Administration officials in­ 
dicated Wednesday that Ford, 
irked because Congress has not 
acted on energy legislation, 
might go ahead with plans to 
remove price controls from do­ 
mestic oil and add another $l-a- 
barrel tariff on imported oil. 
“I would say the tariff is one 
of the tools the President is 
considering,” Federal Energy 
Administrator Frank Zarb said 
today. “He hasn’t made a deci­ 
sion.” 
“I’m sure it’s time for him to 
consider what next adminis­ 
trative steps he must take to 
continue momentum in creating 
an energy solution, but there 
really is no substitute for con­ 
gressional action,” Zarb said 
on 
the 
CBS-TV 
“Morning 
News.” 


The removal of price controls 
from domestic oil and the addi­ 
tional tariff on imported oil are 
two

options 
Ford can use in th absence of 
congressional 
action, 
Zarb 
added. 
He said a second $l-a-barrel 
tariff on imported oil would add 
1 to 1*6 cents to the cost of 
each gallon on gas. 
“The President and his ad­ 
visers are in agreement that 
action is needed soon in the 
energy field if this nation is to 
become self-sufficient in oil,” 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said. 
Nessen said the President 
might take some action before 
he leaves for a European trip 
next Wednesday. 
Ford met with his energy and 
economic advisers for an hour 
late Wednesday. Nessen later 
reported several recommenda­ 
tions were made but no deci­ 
sions were reached. 
Asked if there was a sense of 
urgency at the meeting, Nessen 
replied: 
"Clearly the reports that 
were in the paper this morning 
about the possibility of higher 
oil prices by the Arabs was re­ 
flected in the meeting.... If 
the 
Arabs do raise prices 
again, it is another demonstra­ 
tion — and it was brought out 
at the meeting — that we are 
at their mercy as far as price 
and as far as supply goes." 
Nessen was referring to news 
reports quoting U.S. officials 
Tuesday as saying the Organ­ 
ization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries is expected to boost 
oil prices by 10 per cent to 15 
per cent when the 13 OPEC na­ 
tions meet in September. Such 
an increase would add one or 
two cents to the price of a gal­ 
lon of gasoline. 


White House sources said the 
most likely first step for Ford 
would be to add another $l-per- 
barrel tariff to oil imports. 
The President imposed a $1- 
per-barrel import fee on im­ 
ported oil in February but has 
twice delayed putting two more 
$l-per-barrel tariff increases 


into effect, saying he hoped 
Congress would develop an 
energy program. The last time 
he delayed, he gave Congress 
until June 1 to show it was 


making progress on its own 
program. 
Another proposal being con­ 
sidered by Ford calls for grad­ 
ual decontrol of domestic oil 
prices over a two-year period, 
which administration officials 
say would lessen the immediate 
impact on consumers. 
Ford can lift price controls 
on domestic oil by executive 
action unless a majority of ei­ 
ther the House or Senate votes 
within five working days to 
override the order.

The 
glaze may partially wear off and 
crazing, a fine network of cracks 
may result: If these cracks look 
stained and unsightly, their 
appearance can be minimized 
by soaking for a day or two in a 
strong bleach solution. 


Delicate china tea sets and 
ceramic dishware require care 
to preserve their rare qualities 
and thus, the owner’s pride. 
Chippy and broken china has 
little antique value unless it is a 
very rare piece. Experts can 
grind out a crack, fill it in and 
return the broken porcelain to a 
kiln - but this is an expensive 
and risky operation. Very few 
home repairs are as satisfactory 
as those done by expert china 
restorers. If the repair involves 
only a clean break on a shelf 
piece, cement will do the job. 
To mend china, clean surfaces 
where the pieces are to be joined 


is important. If the surfaces are 
dirty or the break in an old one, 
wa sh 
in hot water and scrub 
with a clean toothbrush. Rinse 
and dry. Most of the good 
adhesives do not set quickly so 
brace with rubber bands, tape or 
string. Wipe off excess adhesive 
quickly. 
Some foods will injure china if 
allowed to remain in it for an 
extended period. Do not store 
food in really good china. 
Extreme heat or cold is hard on 
porcelain. 
Careful handling in washipgis 
a must. Fine china should be 
stacked with some protection

Schlesinger said today that the 
United States plans to* strength­

Schlesinger also cited “sig­ 
nificant redu ctions in ov er-all 
U.S. force lev els since 1969. ” 
Here to attend a two-day con­ 
ference 
of

Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) 
defense ministers, Schlesinger 
made his comments in an ar­ 
ticle written for NATO’s month­ 
ly magazine made av ailable 
here in adv ance of pu blication. 
In the article, Schlesinger 
said the Ford administration, 
acting u nder congressional au ­ 
thority , 
already 
has 
begu n 
mov ing to reinforce NATO re­ 
sou rces in the central region. 
He said U.S. reinforcements 
inclu de two ex tra combat bri­ 
gades, other u ndefined new 
grou nd forces, and a strength­ 
ening of U.S. air power. 
“These additions shou ld in­ 
crease ou r confidence in being 
able to withstand an initial as­ 
sau lt from deploy ed (Warsaw) 
pact forces," he said. 
The Warsaw Pact cou ntries 
are reported to hav e deploy ed 
in the area nearly 1.000,000 
first-line troops.

Argonau t boosted premiu ms 
by u p to 400 per cent on May 1, 
prompting the work slowdown 
in California.

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Audits underway 
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One of the activities which has 
been keeping our office very 
busv lately is conducting special 
audits. These are audits brought 
about 
by citizen petitions 
(Missouri law requires the state 
auditor to audit any political 
subdivison 
-- 
cities, 
school 
districts, 
counties, 
sewer 
districts, etc. - upon petition by 
five per cent of the qualified 
voters living there). 
In 
fact, 
we 
have 
been 
receiving 
so 
many 
audit 
petitions lately that we now have 
a backlog of work -- four cities 
and a school district which are 
ready for audit, and a number of 
others 
for which 
we 
have 
received petitions. 
The biggest special audit we 
now face is in the city of St. 
Louis. Auditing a government of 
that size is a mammoth un­ 
dertaking, which will likely cost 
the city several hunked thousand 
dollars. The scope of the work in 
St. Louis is so vast that it could 
easily occupy my entire staff. 
In order to get this job done 
without curtailing our many 
other audit activities, we are 
contracting with a number of 
private accounting firms to do 
the actual work in St. Louis. 
These firms will work 
under 
my direction, and we will use the 
information 
they 
collect 
to 
prepare a final audit report in 
my office. 
The idea of subcontracting 
audit work to private firms is a 
fairly new one in this office. So 
far, it has been working very 
well. Based on this experience, I 
am now planning to use this 
procedure for all sp ecial audits. 
Subcontracting this work will 
allow us to move more swiftly in 
special audit situations, and will 
clear the logjam of special audits 
which now await our attention. 
This new procedure also should 
mean-some savings to the local 
governments (which, under the 
law, are required to pay for 
special audits), as the private 
firms often can do this type of 
work a little more economically 
lhan my office. 
This will take care of the cities 
and 
school 
districts 
whose 
citizens 
have petitioned my 
office for audits, but what about 
the hundreds of local govern­ 
ments whose citizens have not 
filed 
audit petitions? These 
taxpayers should benefit from 
regular audit -work, but at 
present there is no state law 
requiring regular audit of many 
cities 
and towns. 
For this 
, reason, I will have legislation 
introduced in the next session of 
the General Assembly to require 
regular annual audits of all 


political subdivisions. 
This 
legislation 
should 
eliminate the need for petition 
audits and hopefully will lead to 
better fiscal management and 
more credibility in government 
as well.

For several years, tourism 
has been considered Missouri’s 
third largest revenue-producing 
industry, generating about $1 
billion in expenditures annually. 
Tax figures now available from 
the Department of Revenue, 
however, indicate that tourism 
was well past the billion-dollar 
mark in 1971 and has risen 
steadily ever since. 
According to Pasley, 1974 tax 
figures are not yet available, but 
a conservative projection from 
‘73 figures shows tourism topped 
the $2 billion level last year. This 
huge amount, spent statewide, 
generated over $180 million in 
state and local taxes last year, 
hesaid. 
The 
overall 
projection 
is 
based on taxes collected by the 
Department of Revenue from 
businesses 
in 
Missouri 
that 
cater especially to travelers, 
Pasley said. These businesses, 
including eating places, lodging, 
Campgrounds and tourist at­ 
tractions, among others, were 
selected on the recommendation 
of the U.S. Travel Data Center in 
Washington, D.C. 
According to statistics from 
the Department of Revenue and 
the Division of Employment 
Security, the core of Missouri’s 
travel business is centered in the 
16,233 businesses serving per­ 
sons on trips away from home, 
along 
with 
their 
local 
customers. All the businesses 
are ones which must credit a 
measurable portion of their 
wages, employment and income 


to tourism. 
These, firms, 
based on a 
projection from past Depart­ 
ment of Revenue figures, had 
combined sales of $4 billion in 
1974, with $2 'billion directly 
related to tourism. 
The travel business provides 
jobs for 107,000 Missourians, and 
these jobs provided a payroll of 
more than $500 million in 1974, 
based on these figures. 
“The amounts would be even 
larger,” said Pasley, “if we 
included businesses indirectly 
related to tourism. For exam­ 
ple, theaters, athletic contests

Other figures released by the 
Division of Tourism indicate 
that 28,800,000 persons traveled 
in Missouri in 1974.

Criminal code changed 
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Malpractice 
insurance 
concern is 
growing 


JEFFERSON CITY - The 
national trend toward reduced 
availability 
of 
medical 
malpractice insurance - and 
skyrocketing 
premium 
costs 
where it is available -- is the 
subject of growing concern in 
Jefferson City. 


In su ra n c e 
co m p an ies 
nationwide, 
faced 
with 
the 
steadily 
increasing 
dollar 
amount 
and 
number 
of 
malpractice claims, have grown 
increasingly reluctant to write 
the insurance. A recent study by 
the 
Missouri 
Division 
of 
Insurance has estimated that by 
1982 one of every 
two doctors 
will be sued for malpractice 
each year and the amount per 
claim will have risen to about 
$48,000. 


As a result, some companies 
have 
completely 
withdrawn 
from the malpractice field and, 
in some states, the insurance no 
longer is available. The problem 
is not that acute in Missouri, but 
the state has not escaped the 
malpractice crunch altogether. 
“The real problem is that 
everyone 
stopped 
writing 
(malpractice insurance) 
Jan. 
1,” says Royal Cooper, assistant 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
Missouri

Medical 
Association. “I don’t know of 
any carriers 
that are writing 
any new business.” 


And those that have renewed

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Five 
Missouri school districts are 
among 115 districts nationally 
which have been asked by the 
U.S. 
Department 
of Health, 
Education and Welfare to ex­ 
plain why they have racial im­ 
balances in some schools. 
School officials in several of 
the districts said the request 
was routine and their districts 
have no problems. 
"As far as we know, we are 
in total compliance with the de­ 
segregation guidelines. There is 
no segregation in the school 
system ,” said Fred W. Morrow, 
superintendent at Poplar Bluff. 
The other school districts are 
at Cape Girardeau, Springfield, 
Joplin and Brentwood. 
"Our requests do not mean 
JEW has concluded that the 
school districts are in violation 


of civil rights law,” said Peter 
E. Holmes, director of the U.S. 
Office for Civil Rights. "On the 
contrary, the replies from the 
school districts may show that 
there is no discrimination and 
that no further action is neces­ 
sary.” 
The HEW letters sent this 
week were the result of an or­ 
der March 14 from Judge John 
H. Pratt of U.S. District Court 
in Washington, D C. The agen­ 
cy was ordered to contact with 
in 60 days school 
districts 
which the judge said appeared 
to have one or more schools 
with at least 20 per cent racial 
disproportion on the basis of 
1972 enrollment figures. 
An example of racial dis­ 
proportion would be a district 
with 20 per cent minority stu­ 
dents but with one or more 


schools with 40 per cent minor­ 
ity students. 
Holmes said in Washington 
Friday that such an imbalance 
would not necessarily be evi­ 
dence of discrimination under 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 
He said the districts have un­ 
til June 30 to explain the al­ 
leged imbalances to HEW. 
Supt. Harold Bell of Joplin 
said the letter he received was 
merely a request to update the 
racial makeup of the student 
body. A similar report was sub­ 
mitted in October 1972, he said. 
"We don’t think we have 
much of a problem here, real­ 
ly,” Bell said Friday. 
Walter J. Molo, the Brent­ 
wood superintendent, said he 
was confident his district would 
be able to meet the compliance 
standards

The official, 
whose name I have, passed on 
the news to President Chiang. 
Instead of ordering the CIA 
assassination 
team 
arrested 
when it landed in Taipei, Chiang 
instructed 
his 
coun­ 
terintelligence chief to keep our 
operatives 
under 
constant 
surveillance so as to discover 
w hat 
disloyal 
elem ents 
cooperated with them. 
In time, the $5 million was 
spent. Two CIA agents were 
arrested and a Chinete general 
was shot. 
The arrests and the execution 
were reported in the Chinese 
press with little explanation. 
How many others on Taiwan, 
implicated in the plot, were also 
arrested is not known. 
I first heani thisstory, though 
only in schbatic form, from 
Harold 
Lavine, 
one of the 
country’s finest and toughest 
reporters, when his desk and 
mine were back to back during 
our Newsweek days. 
It seemed unbelievable - one 
of those hair-raisers which are 
impossible to check out. But I 
did repeat it to Vice President 
Richard Nixon, asking him if it 
was true. The two of us were 
sitting in his hideaway Capital 
office, and he had his feet upon 
the desk. His feet came down 
with a thump, 
“Sure, it’s true,” he said. 
“CIA tried the same thing with 
Syngman Rhee!” 
Nixon indicated to me that 
nothing would be gained by 
writing the story, if indeed 
anyone would publish it. 
That CIA tried to assassinate 
President Rhee of Korea is no 
longer a secret. One of my 
sources described the bitterness 
with which Rhee would tell of 


one CIA attempt. He was on bis 
boat, prominently displaying the 
Korean presidential flag, when 
it passed an island which the 
CIA used for training purposes. 
As the boat drew close, it was 
peppered with rifle fire, though 
Rhee was not hurt. 
Some two years ago I men­ 
tioned the attempt on President 
Chiang’s life in a column, giving 
only the high points. My account 
was 
met 
with 
universal 
disbelief. Since then, there has 
been enough in the public prints 
about the CIA’s assassination 
teams to convince the doubters. 
I detail the story of these two 
attempts not because I wish to 
hold 
CIA 
up 
to 
censure. 
Intelligence operations, whether 
conducted by us, by the British 
or by the Kremlin, are a dirty 
business - the “wet” kind being 
the dirtiest. 


CIA, 
however, 
does 
not 
operate in a vacuum. Had there 
not been a strong desire on the 
part of the State Department to 
dislodge Presidents Chiang and 
Rhee, the CIA would not have 
acted. 


But does CIA have the right to 
interfere as it tried to do, in the 
affairs of friendly nations at war 
with our enemies? If the State 
Department decides that Israel 
is being “unreasonable,” will 
CIA decide to move against its 
leaders? These are the questions 
which 
the 
committees 
of 
Congress 
investigating 
CIA 
should answer, but will not. 


The honorable members are 
far more concerned over the 
possibility that CIA may have 
discovered some of their pec­ 
cadilloes.

Congress 
to expand 
on job aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - When 
Congress reconvenes June 2 
after a 10-day Memorial Day 
recess, the lawmakers will face 
a wide array of legislation de­ 
signed to assist the unemployed 
by providing jote and more 
jobless benefits. 
The Senate in particular will 
be faced with two major pro­ 
grams that were passed by 
large margins in the House this 
week. 
In one instance, a $6 billion 
plan to extend and expand two 
temporary programs of feder­ 
ally financed benefits for the 
unemployed was approved 381 
to 8 Wednesday night by the 
House. 
The legislation, sup­ 
ported by the Ford adminis­ 
tration, acknowledges the per­ 
sistence of high unemployment 
and extends into next year two 
programs created last Decem­ 
ber and earlier this year. 
—An existing 26-week pro­ 
gram of federal supplemental 
benefits 
would 
be extended 
through 
rriid-1976 
when 
the 
maximum would be reduced to 
13 weeks for the rest of 1976. 
The present law expires June 
30. 
The program also would con­ 
tinue an extra 13 weeks of fed­ 
eral jobless benefits for those 
out of work in hardcore jobless 
areps, bringing coverage to 65 
weeks, 
including’ other state 
and federal programs. 
—Another existing program 
providing jobless benefits for 
persons not covered by unem­ 
ployment insurance also would 
be extended through mid-1976, 
and the maximum number of

THREATENED 
According to Ed Stegner, 
Executive Director of the 
Conservation 
Federation 
of 
Missouri, the Legislature would 
be making a mockery of our 
Constitution if it finally passes 
and sends to the Governor SB 
189 or any other bill which in­ 
fringes upon the initiative and 
referendum 
processes 
in 
Missouri. 


Stegner noted our Missouri 
Constitution says explicitly that 
“ the people reserve power to 
propose and enact or reject laws 
and amendments to the Con­ 
stitution by the initiative, in­ 
dependent 
of 
the 
general 
assembly, 
and 
also 
reserve 
power to approve or reject by 
referendum any act of the 
general assembly.” 
Says Stegner, “ I hope the 
Legislature takes this to mean 
just what it says and that they do 
not interpret it to mean that this 
power is reserved for the people 
but that the Legislature can 
infringe upon it at will and so 
restrict these processes that 
they 
are 
practically 
meaningless. 


“ However,” 
Stegner 
says, 
“ that is what several bills now 
before the Missouri General 
Assembly would do if they are 
approved, 
signed 
by 
the 
Governor 
and 
held 
Con­ 
stitutional. 
“ The people should not allow 
any further infringement upon 
these 
rights 
reserved 
for 
themselves in the Constitution 
as a direct democratic process,’’ 
Stegner 
challengers. “ These 
processes 
have come under 
increasing attack because of 
initiative 
petition 
successes 
which have left some of the 
legislators smarting and there is 
no doubt that by making these 
processes more difficult, more 
power accrues to the legislators 
in office.”

Chairman Alex Fazzino, State 
Capitol, Jefferson City, to ex­ 
press their views on the bill 
Another bill, HB 827, would 
require that any petition to be 
circulated have a fiscal note 


attached to it. This bill is at the 
top of the third reading calendar

“ The people have a right to 
know the cost of implementing 
any new law,” says Stegner, 
“ but the legislature has given 
the job of preparing the fiscal 
note to one of their own com­ 
mittees and have allowed them 
45 days to draft the fiscal note. 
In the case of a referendum - to 
reject a law passed by the 
Legislature -- there are only 90 
days in which to organize and 
collect the necessary numbre of 
signatures and this would cut 
this time in half.

(AP) — A “back-up” death 
penalty proposal for eight cate­ 
gories has cleared a Missouri 
House panel in case a broader 
capital 
punishment 
measure 
runs into difficulties, the House 
sponsor says. 
Rep. Bob Griffin, D-Cameron, 
said Wednesday he was “cau­ 
tiously optimistic” 
that the 
death penalty would be ap­ 
proved *by the legislature this 
session after failing the last 
two years. 
Other measures passed by 
the House Judiciary Committee 
included 
a 
proposed 
con­ 
stitutional amendment revising 
the state’s judicial system and 
a proposal to set up a new 
drunk driving category. 
The House Revenue and Eco­ 
nomics 
Committee 
also ap­ 
proved two pension bills for 
state 
workers. 
The 
Senate- 
passed bills would hike pension 
benefits 25 per cent for many 
state workers and allow retired 
state workers to be hired as 
“special consultants.” 
The Senate bill amended by 
the House committee would 
send convicted persons to the 
gas chamber for premeditated 
murder when: 


—Committed during arson, 
rape, robbery, burglary, sexual 
molestation of a child under 13 
years old or kidnaping. 
—Causing a death 
in ex­ 
change for money. 
—Committed against a peace 
officer or fireman on duty. 
—Committed by an inmate. 
—More than one person is 
killed. 
—Committed against a wit­ 
ness in a murder trial. 
—Committed by a person who 
has previously been convicted 
of first degree murder. 
—Committed by a bombing. 
The eight category death pen­ 
alty measure was stalled two 
years ago in a House-Senate 
conference committee. The bill 
would be pushed if another bill 
providing the death penalty for 
all premeditated murders fails, 
Griffin said.

Meyer noted, ‘We want to 
hear the problems surrounding 
m alpractice 
insurance. 
It 
certainly is a serious matter if 
claims are true that this type of 
insurance will soon be costing 
Missouri consumers from 20 to 
25 per cent more for a regular 
office call.” 
The 
Senate 
has 
already 
passed a bill to allow physicians 
to form associations providing 
malpractice insurance. That bill 
has been heard by the House 
Public 
Health 
and 
Safety 
Committee and reported to the 
floor. 
However. Meyer noted, “ This 
measure is really a stop gap 
proposal. I believe there needs 
to be an in depth investigation 
into the needs and problems so 
long-range 
solutions 
can 
be 
developed.” 
Missouri is one of the few 
states which at the present time 
is not facing an immediate 
availability or cost problem. In 
some states certain physicians 
in high-risk fields cannot even 
obtain 
medical 
malpractice 
insurance at any price. 
It is generally agreed that the 
problem has been growing for 
several years and can not be 
linked to one specific cause. 


Certainly the growing number of 
claims and the increased size of 
settlements have been factors. 
Another major influence has 
been 
interpretation of the 
statute 
of 
limitations. 
In 
Missouri 
the 
statute 
of 
limitation for adults is limited to 
two years, however, minors are 
covered until they are 18 years 
old. In many states the statute of 
limitations has been extended 
dramatically by court rulings 
which have interpreted it to 
mean the limitation is from time 
of discovery, not time of the 
action. 
Another major problem is that 
many cases takes years to 
settle. During that time medical 
standards 
often 
change 
drastically and new advances 
make older techniques seem 
antiquated. Also, doctors claim 
that medicine is not an exact 
science and success cannot be 
guaranteed. 
Probably the most discussed 
factor is the contingency fees or 
percentage of the settlement 
which 
attorneys 
receive 
as 
payment 
for 
services. 
The 
general fee in malpractice suit 
is about 33 and 
one-third per 
cent of the recovery amount, 
although in some cases it is as 


high as 50 per cent. 
Some states are attempting to 
establish a fixed contingency fee 
through legislation or supreme 
court rulings. In these states, 
the amount of fee decreases as 
the amount of recovery in­ 
creases. 
The 
solutions 
to

problems are almost as difficult 
as the problem itself. Some

operated medical malpractice 
funds.

malpractice liability insurance 


underwriting associations. This 
requires all authorized insurers 


to participate on the basis of 
their direct liability insurance 
writings. It becomes the ex­ 
clusive malpractice insurance 
source. 
Meyer concluded, ‘‘It is ap­ 
parent to. me that the entire 
problem needs a great deal of 
study. I believe that an interim 
committee may be the answer, 
and this hearing should give us 
an opportunity to determine how 
extensive a problem we are 
facing.”

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled obscenity should be based 
on community standards. Baris 
pointed out that the book was 
sold in other St. Louis County 
stores and in other parts of the 
state. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Paul R. Otto 
said the theme of the book was 
“ the kinkier the sex acts, the 
better.” 
He said every chapter con­

“ detailed 
description 
and explicit sex acts.” The 
book could harm “ a healthy 
sexual attitude,” Otto argued. 
Judge Lawrence Holman said

Committee urges 
council to call 
sales tax election 


The 
Citizens’ 
Advisory 
Committee on a City Sales Tax 
Wednesday recommended that 
the City council call for an 
election to establish a one per 
cent sales tax in Sikeston. 
The council is expected to call 
the election at a special meeting 
at noon Friday in the City 
Administrative Building. 
The election is expected to be 
held before June 30 so the city 
can begin collecting revenue 
later this year. The tax would 
raise an estimated $475,000 in 
revenue. 
Other recommendations from 
the committee include keeping a 
separate budget for the sales 
tax, so citizens can see more 
easily where the money goes, 
annual 
publication 
of 
the 
proposed budget and audit of 
sales tax revenues to insure 
accountability, 
keeping 
an 
advisory committee to oversee 
administration of the funds and 
a five year capital and service 


improvement program. 


The five year program in­ 
cludes an industrial park, im­ 
provements in fire and police 
departments, 
free 
trash 
collection for elderly on low 
fixed incomes, recreation and 
park improvements, street and 
storm 
sewer 
improvements, 
water and sewer trunkage ex­ 
tensions and reduction of the 
merchants licenses. 


The industrial park proposal 
has gained new backers on the 
committee with the closing of 
the International Shoe Co. plant. 
The 
park 
proposal, 
already 
backed 
by the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Sikeston 
Industrial Development Corp., 
would create a 100- acre in­ 
dustrial site. 
Cost of the park is estimated 
at $400,000, including purchase 
of the land, and extension of 
utilities and marketing of the 
site. The cost would be spread 


over a five-year period with the 
sales tax paying the way. 
Fire improvements include 
two new pumpers, installation of 
fire alarm boxs in high risk 
areas, and an additional man at 
each station so there will be two 
men per station instead of one as 
now. 
Improvements could reduce 
the city’s fire rating from nine 
to six and reduce fire insurance 
rates as much as 15 per cent, 
according 
to

Manager 
Charles Church. 
Police improvements would 
largely be in the area of training 
and salary improvements. 
P'ree trash collection for the 
elderly would cost the city an 
estimated $47,000. 
The sales tax would help pay 
for the cost of maintaining the 
city park system, which has 
risen from $50,000 with 13 parks 
to $90,000 with the addition of the 
Recreation Complex.

AFTER THE VETO, 
WHAT SHALL U.S. 
FARM POLICY BE? 
So that is that! The inability of 
members 
of 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives favoring the 
1975 Emergency Farm Bill to 
override President Ford’s veto 
means that any early revision in 
the target and loan prices for 
U.S. grain farm ers is a dead 
issue. Though The Star believed 
modest increases were in order 
to protect farmers from the 
possibility of calamitous farm 
price declines, we do not intend 
to quibble further with the will of 
the Ford administration and the 
House. 
However, 
farm 
legislation 
continues to be very much on the 
minds of members of Congress. 
Some of them believe U.S. 
agriculture is, in fact, operating 
mindlessly without real purpose 
or aim. indeed, livestock and 
grain 
m arkets 
have 
been 
! fluctuating widely in recent 
months 
in the interplay of 
weather, export ahd domestic 
demands, 
the recession, 
in­ 
ternational politics and other 
complex factors that influence 
agriculture. Their contention is 
that the U.S. in reality has no 
specific farm policy at all. 
During a recent Kansas City 
visit. Sen. Dick Clark (D-Iowa), 
indicated he was preparing to 
offer 14 amendments to the 1973 
Farm Bill. Most of them deal 
with revisions in Public Law No. 
480, America’s Food for Peace 
Program, and with the Food 
Stamp Program. Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey (D-Minn.) and others 
also are • preparing bits and 
pieces of new farm legislation. 
Senator Clark, a delegate to 
the ‘World Food Conference in 
Rome and an advocate there of 
increasing 
U.S. 
foreign 
aid 
commitments on the spot, ad­ 
mitted that the threat of world 
famine has been overcome for 
the moment. Hs conceded that 
post-conference action by the 
Ford Administration increasing 
U.S. 
grain 
contributions 
by 
some 2 million metric tons was a 
major factor. But the Iowan 
favors a more regular level of 
world food aid, explaining: 
“What we need to do now in 
food, I think, is to commit 
ourselves to a minimum amount 
every year. I think it should be 
something like 5 million tons a 
year, so there is a dependable 
supply. That is a relatively 
small amount and something we 
clearly could handle financially. 
Then other cpuntries that have 
continual 
problem s 
with 
malnutrition would be assured 
of a regular supply. ” 
So regardless of what has 
happened, it is apparent the 
White House and Earl L. Butz, 
agriculture secretary, soon may 
be obliged to consider new 
legislation on the farm scene, 
including the possibility of new 
efforts to reconcile the farm ers’ 
ability to cope with high 
production costs and uncertain 
commodity and livestock prices. 
As a voice of the world's food 
basket, which the Kansas City 
area certainly is, we would hope 
in 
all 
that 
is coming the 
producers of grain and livestock 
do not become the forgotten men 
and women. It begins, after ail, 
with their farm labor and in­ 


vestments. If those efforts do not 
return a profit, then everything 
else is moot.

CECIL B. DEMILLE 
REMEMBERED 
It all started in August 1944 
when Cecil B. DeMille received 
a letter from the American 
Federation of Radio Artists, one 
of the two unions to which he 
belonged. (The other was the 
Screen Directors’ Guild.) 
In the letter, DeMille was told 
that officials of the Los Angeles 
local of AFRA had voted to 
assess each member a one 
dollar political assessment to be 
usef in opposing a proposition 
scheduled to appear on the 
California 
ballot 
in 
the 
November 
election. 
That 
proposal was “Proposition 12,” 
which 
would have outlawed 
compulsory unionism 
in the 
state. 
The one dollar assessment to 
fight the Right to Work proposal 
had to be 
paid by September 1, 


under pain of suspension from 
membership in the union. A 
single buck, but to DeMille a 
king’s ransom in principle. 
He 
said 
later, 
“When- I 
received the letter, I knew, or 
thought I knew, something about 
the American citizen’s right to 
political 
freedom. 
When I 
studied Proposition 12,1 decided 
to vote for it. And here my union 
was demanding that I pay $1 into 
a political campaign fund to 
pursuade other citizens to vote 
against Proposition 12...Even if 
I were opposed to Proposition 12, 
I asked myself, did my union, 
did any organization, have the 
right to impose a compulsory 
political assessment upon any 
citizen, under pain of the loss of 
his right to work?” 
What was at stake to DeMille? 
His job with the popular Lux 
Radio Theater, which at the 
time had an audience of 20-30 
million every Monday night In 
terms of money, the job meant 
only $100,000 a year. 
“On the other side of the scale 
was 
$l-with 
my 
political 
freedom pinned to it.” 
-After much agonizing, and 
against the advice of many close 
friends and associates, DeMille 
made his decision. He refused to 
be 
coerced into paying 
the 
dollar. He conducted the Lux 
Radio Theater for the last time 
on January 22, 1945. After that 
he was banned permanently 
from radio and television. 
On March 17, 1945, friends 
purchased air time so he could 


tell the American people-over a 
nationwide 
radio 
broadcast- 
exactly what happened. The 
response was overwhelming. No 
movie with the exception of The 
King of Kings and The Ten 
C om m andm ents 
had 
ever 
brought so much mail, he later 
reported. 
The letters, he said, “came 
from every part of the country 
and from every fighting front 
where Americans were still at 
war. 
They 
w ere 
from 
Democrats and Republicans, 
rich and poor, men, women, and 
even children in all walks of life. 
Many of the 
most touching 
came from union members of 
their wives. The gist of them all 
was 
much 
the 
same: 
‘Do 
something to keep what has 
happened to you from happening 
to the rest of us.” 
Many of the letters contained 
money. 
To 
those who sent 
money asking that he pay the 
assessment and return to the 
air, he sent back their money. 
“But others sent money., in 
some instances as little as a 
dime, all they could afford-for 
me to use to fight the power that 
could cut off a man’s livelihood 
if he refused to obey its dic­ 
tates.” 
The money was deposited in a 
bank account, giving birth to the 
DeMille Foundation for Political 
Freedom. 
Thirty years have gone by 
since Cecil B. DeMille made his 
choice. It’s a choice that will 
always be remembered by those 
who cherish personal freedom 
over tyranny.

WASHINGTON -P resident 
Ford’s own files dispute his 
statements and confirm our 
charges 
about 
Ambassador 
Graham Martin's handling of 
the Vietnam evacuation. 


After we reported that Martin 
had 
badly 
botched 
the 
evacuation effort, the President 
defended him. Martin did a 
“good job” and directed a 
“successful evacuation,” said 
Ford. 
This is not what the con­ 
fidential White House records 
show. We have had access to 
some of these documents. We 
have 
also 
interviewed 
key 
people who were involved in the 
evacuation, including some of 
the refugees themselves. 
The President outlined his 
objectives at a secret strategy 
session April 9 in the conference 
room next to his oval office. His 
first concern, he said, was to 
save “about 6,000 Americans 
now in South Vietnam.” 
But he also declared firmly: 
“A 
large 
number of South 
Vietnamese have worked for the 
U.S. at great personal peril. 
Roughly 175,000 to 200,000 will be 
the 
first 
to suffer...I 
think 
there’s a moral responsibility 
for us to help those people who 
helped us.” 
Secretary 
of State 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
according 
to the 
confidential minutes, stressed 
that the “removal must be 
handled so as to avoid panic.” 
He reflected the views of his 
man in Saigon, the implacable 
G raham 
M artin who 
kept 
dragging his heels. 
A few senators, privy to the 
developm ents 
in 
Saigon, 
became alarmed over the slow 
pace of the evacuation. 
In 
response to their inquiries, the 
President invited the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to 
the White House on April 14 for a 
briefing, 
which 
he 
stressed 
“must be an executive (secret) 
session ” 
“Mr. President,” pleaded Sen. 
Charles Percy, R.-I1L, “could 
you order that every seat be 
filled on every outgoing plane?” 


Ford said that Kissinger had 
already given Martin orders 
which “should achieve that.” 
“We felt the President should 
be sure through some agent 
other than Martin that your 
orders are being urgently 
carried out,” interjected Sen. 
Jacob Javits, R.-N.Y. “Our first 
priority must be to bring every 
American out and such Viet­ 
namese...as can 
be brought * 
out.” 
“The orders that we have 
given will be carried out,” the 
President 
prom ised. 
Then, 
referring to the Vietnamese, he 
pledged: ‘ ‘As far as I can, within 
the law, I’m going todoall I can 
to help those people...” 
But it was too late; Martin had 
waited too long. He was unable 
to process all the Vietnamese 
who clamored to escape. The 
State Department, for example, 
wanted to cable Saigon a list of 
intellectuals 
who 
were 
vulnerable 
to 
Comm unist 
retaliation 
and 
should 
be 
rescued 
But 
M artin, 
incredibly, 
refused even to accept the list. 
He informed the State Depar­ 
tment icily that the embassy 
was making the decisions and 
had matters in hand. 
Meanwhile, on April 21, the 
V ietnam ese 
who 
thronged 
outside the embassy to save 
their families were greeted with 
this - 
poignant 
notice: 
“ P E T IT IO N S 
FO R 
RELATIVES Due to the press 
of business, 
we have tem­ 
porarily suspended acceptance 
of petitions for parents, brothers 
and sisters DO NOT WAIT IN 
LINE IF YOU ARE HERE FOR 
THIS PURPOSE. We hope to be 
able to accept petitions for 
parents, brothers and sisters in 
the near future.” 
The next day, according to 
White House minutes, Kissinger 
reported 
that 
it 
was 
“not 
realistic to count on the release 
of large 
numbers of South 
Vietnamese .” 
T here 
was 
little 
m ore 
President Ford could do except 
joke about the crisis. The con­ 
fidential minutes quote him as 
telling about* one man who 
“showed up with four wives. ” 


“Which one do you want out?” 
he 
was asked. 
His quick 
response, said the President, 
was: “ I want the youngest one.” 
There was nothing funny, 
however, about the scramble by 
• desperate Vietnamese to get 
their loved ones on* the exit 
petitions. The petitions provided 
spaces 
for 
the 
nam es 
of 
relatives. Refugees have sworn 
to us that U.S. embassy em­ 
ployes sold the spaces like 
carnival barkers. 
This profiteering in human 
distress was done by the Viet ­ 
namese employes, seldom by 
the American staff members, 
according to the refugees. 


One refugee’s story is typical 
of the several we have heard. He 
asked us not to use his name, 
because he is afraid of the con­ 
sequences. But he alleges that 
he had to pay $3,000, two-thirds 
of it in gold, just to be introduced 
to someone who could place him 
and his family on an exit 
petition. 
Then 
it 
cost 
him 
another $3,000 to be listed. 
He was told to wait for a call. 
It came at 3 a.m. on April 27. He 
was 
instructed to have his 
family at the airport by 5 a.m. 
Yet the curfew didn’t end until 7 
a.m. Anyone appearing on the 
streets earlier could be shot on 
sight. 
He bundled his family aboqrd 
a 7 a.m. bus for the airport, 
where he was told he had missed 
his flight and would have to 
return to the end of the line. It 
took some frantic arguing and 
appealing for him to get his 
family aboard a later flight. 
Since the $6,000 bribe money had 
wiped out their entire life’s 
savings, they arrived in the 
United States penniless. 
At a 
secret White House 
meeting on April 29, Kissinger 
reported that of the 175,000 
Vietnamese whom the President 
had hoped to rescue, the 
paperwork had been completed 
for 130,000 but that only 45,000 
made it. 
It is clear from the available 
documents that the man who is 
chiefly to blame, as we have 
reported in previous columns, is 
Graham Martin.

- 
Trouble 
with the quadruple coffee-break, 
car-pool crowd in government 
agencies, is that they rarely 
read each other’s thick reports. 
If they did, they’d know exactly 
where to find a billion dollars a 
year which is being wasted and 
could be used to launch a 
housing construction boom and 
put almost a million hard-hats 
back to work. 
This 
billion 
dollars 
is 
in 
“ w elfare w aste.” 
I’m 
not 
writing of fraud - just waste. A 
high executive of the Health, 
Education 
and 
W elfare 
Department (HEW) finally has 
admitted 
officially 
that 
the 
money is being lost because of 
sheer “agency failure.” This 
report comes right out of the 
HEW Social and Rehabilitation 
Service (SRS) and refers only to 
the section pouring out money in 
the 
Aid 
to Fam ilies with 
Dependent Children (AFDC). 
‘ In other words - massive 
maladministration. Failure of 
caseworkers to look in their 
files; failure to check welfare 
homes to see if children on roles 
have turned 
18 and no longer 
are eligible; failure to knock on 
doors to discover if absent 
fathers have returned or jobless 
parents are working again; and 
just careless failure to close 
cases. Thus 50 per cent of the 
moneys are lost through laziness, 
indifference, or inefficiency and 
50 per cent because of “clients” 
not realizing they’re no longer 
eligible. 
Further, 
Robert 
Carleson, 
U.S. Commissioner of Welfare, 
tells 
me 
that 
an 
effective 
“quality 
control 
(eligibility) 
system 
has 
never 
been 
developed.” Now, this is for 
AFDC alone. 
There 
is another 
report 
disclosing much the same abuse 
and wastage in the $14 billion 
yearly Medicaid program. No 
one really knows how much of 
this money is wasted. As for 
fraud, the report discloses that 
*.. ‘20 states have never referred 
a suspected Medicaid fraud case 
to state or federal law en­ 
forcem ent 
agencies 
for 
prosecution.” 
I’m told that between waste 
and fraud in this Medical Ser- . 
vices A dm inistration 
(SRS 
section), the annual loss runs 
“into the billions every year.” 
So now let’s look in on the 
Congress 
where 
House 
and 
Senate 
conferees 
haggled 
recently over a housing bill. If 
signed by the President it would 
create more than 800,000 con­ 
struction jobs It would provide 
low interest mortgage money. It 
would help jobless homeowners 
keep their property 
It would touch off the recovery 
rocket by making hundreds of 


thousands of “ housing starts” 
possible. Since the construction 
industry, 
especially 
housing 
with its fantastic appetite for 
household appliances, furniture, 
carpeting, etc., is the nation’s 
biggest 
industrial 
field, 
all 
America would benefit from the 
bill. 
There are now about one 
million 
(out of six million) 
jobless construction workers. 
Grimly 
the 
length 
of their 
jobless 
periods 
is 
growing 
longer 
and 
longer.

averaging over 20 weeks, the 
specialists tell me.

He began that process today 
at a luncheon given by Turkish 
Premier Suleyman Demirel and 
a private afternoon meeting 
with Foreign Minister Ihsan 
Sabri Caglayangil.

The House has postponed ac­ 
tion until after it returns from 
its Memorial Day recess on a 
bill designed as a substitute for 
Ford’s oil-import control pro­ 
posals. Ford had said he would 
go ahead with the tax imposi­ 
tion unless Congress acted on a 
substitute this month. 
“ We had a pleasant conversa­ 
tion, but that was all,” Albert 
told newsmen about his talk 
with Ford. “ He has the matter 
under study. The best thing in 
the world to do is to have 
something under study all the 
time.” 
The House bill is tentatively 
scheduled for floor action the 
week of June 10, but Albert 
said there is still considerable 
disagreement over the meas­ 
ure. 
Administration 
officials in­ 
dicated Wednesday that Ford, 
irked because Congress has not 
acted on energy 
legislation, 
might go ahead with plans to 
remove price controls from do­ 
mestic oil and add another $l-a- 
barrel tariff on imported oil. 
“ I would say the tariff is one 
of the tools the President is 
considering,” Federal Energy 
Administrator Frank Zarb said 
today. “ He hasn’t made a deci­ 
sion.” 
“ I ’m sure it’s time for him to 
consider what next adminis­ 
trative steps he must take to 
continue momentum in creating 
an energy solution, but there 
really is no substitute for con­ 
gressional action," Zarb said

Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said. 
Nessen said the President 
might take some action before 
he leaves for a European trip 
next Wednesday. 
Ford met with his energy and 
economic advisers for an hour 
late Wednesday. Nessen later 
reported several recommenda­ 
tions were made but no deci­ 
sions were reached. 
Asked if there was a sense of 
urgency at the meeting, Nessen 
replied: 
"Clearly 
the 
reports

were in the paper this morning 
about the possibility of higher 
oil prices by the Arabs was re­ 
flected in the meeting.... If 
the 
Arabs 
do 
raise 
prices 
again, it is another demonstra­ 
tion — and it was brought out 
at the meeting — that we are 
at their mercy as far as price 
and as far as supply goes." 
Nessen was referring to news 
reports quoting U.S. officials 
Tuesday as saying the Organ­ 
ization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries is expected to boost 
oil prices by 10 per cent to 15 
per cent when the 13 OPEC na­ 
tions meet in September. Such 
an increase would add one or 
two cents to the price of a gal­ 
lon of gasoline 


White House sources said the 
most likely first step for Ford 
would be to add another $l-per- 
barrel tariff to oil imports. 


The President imposed a $1- 
per-barrel import fee on im­ 
ported oil in February but has 
twice delayed putting two more 
Sl-per-barrel tariff increases 


into effect, saying he hoped 
Congress 
would 
develop an 
energy program. The last time 
he delayed, he gave Congress 
until June 1 to show it was 


making progress on its own 
program. 
Another proposal being con­ 
sidered by Ford calls for grad­ 
ual decontrol of domestic oil 
prices over a two-year period, 
which administration officials 
say would lessen the immediate 
impact on consumers. 
Ford can lift price controls 
on domestic oil by executive 
action unless a majority of ei­ 
ther the House or Senate votes 
within five working days to 
override the order.

Very few 
home repairs are as satisfactory 
as those done by expert china 
restorers. If the repair involves 
only a clean break on a shelf 
piece, cement will do the job. 
To mend china, clean surfaces

Most of the good 
adhesives do not set quickly so 
brace with rubber bands, tape or 
string.

Treaty Organization (NATO) 
defense ministers, Schlesinger 
made his comments in an ar­ 
ticle written for NATO's month­ 
ly magazine made available 
here in advance of publication. 
In the article. Schlesinger 
said the Ford administration, 
acting under congressional au­ 
thority,

has 
begun 
• moving to reinforce NATO re­ 
sources in the central region. 
He said U.S. reinforcements 
include two extra combat bri­ 
gades,

ground forces, and a strength­ 
ening of U S air power 
“These additions should in­ 
crease our confidence in being 
able to withstand an initial as­ 
sault from deployed (Warsaw) 
pact forces," he said 
The Warsaw Pact countries 
are reported to have deployed 
in the area nearly 1.000.000 
first-line troops.

In addition, during this peri­ 
od, it would permit states to 
transfer funds among the four 


m ajor categories of federal-aid 
highways so that they would 
have greater flexibility in put­ 
ting federal highway revenues 
to work.

The Communist-dominated Lao­ 
tian government has decided to 
ask Washington to pull the U.S. 
Agency for International Devel­ 
opment out of Laos and hand 
over all aid material in the 
country, a government spokes­ 
man told a news conference to­ 
day. 
The spokesman, Deputy In­ 
formation Minister Ouday Sav- 
annavong, said his government 
still wants American economic 
assistance but with “ no strings 
attached.” 
In Ankara, Turkey, Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said there will be a “ substan­ 
tial reduction” of the U.S. pres­ 
ence in Laos in view of the ha­ 
rassment of Americans by left­ 
ist students. 
But Kissinger said the reduc­ 
tion is not considered a com­ 
plete 
evacuation 
“ at 
this 


point.” There are about 1,000 
Americans in Laos. 
One 
American 
official 
in 
Vientiane said, however, that 
families of American govern­ 
ment employes have been told 
to be ready to leave the coun­ 
try by Friday. 
Kissinger, speaking to report­ 
ers after the opening session of 
the Central Treaty Organization 
meeting, noted that Washington 
has been reducing American 
personnel in Laos to conform to 
political realities in the coun­ 
try. 
Troops of the Communist Path- 
et Lao kept several hundred 
Americans virtual prisoners in 
a U.S. housing settlement four 
miles outside Vientiane today 
while 
student 
demonstrators 
continued their occupation of 
the headquarters of the Ameri­ 
can aid agency inside the city.

Pathet 
Lao 
posted 
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guards at the gate of the hous­ 
ing compound known as Ki­ 
lometer 6 and barred most of 
the

from going in or out. The few 
cars that were allowed through 
the gate were searched thor­ 
oughly, and the few Americans 
allowed out were permitted to 
take any personal belongings 
out of the compound. 
The soldiers said the gates 
would be locked at 6 p.m., in 
effect putting the residents un­ 
der a night curfew. 
About 140 American families 
live in the settlement. 
“ We don’t know how long 
they can hold out without a trip 
to the supermarket,” said one 
American official. “ There’s not 
enough food available in the lo­ 
cal market to feed them.”

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One of the activities which has 
been keeping our office very 
busv lately is conducting special 
audits These are audits brought 
about 
by 
citizen 
petitions 
( Missouri law requires the state 
auditor to audit any political 
subdivison 
-- 
cities, 
school 
d istric ts, 
counties, 
sew er 
districts, etc. - upon petition by 
five per cent of the qualified 
voters living there). 
In 
fact, 
we 
hav e 
been 
receiv in g 
so 
m any 
audit 
petitions lately that we now have 
a backlog of work -- four cities 
and a school district which are 
ready for audit, and a num ber of 
others 
for 
which 
we 
have 
received petitions. 
The biggest special audit we 
now face is in the city of St. 
Louis. Auditing a governm ent of 
that size is a m am m oth un­ 
dertaking, which will likely cost 
the city several hu rled thousand 
dollars. The scope of the work in 
St. Louis is so vast that it could 
easily occupy my entire staff. 
In order to get this job done 
without 
curtailing our many 
.other audit activities, we are 
contracting with a num ber of 
private accounting firm s to do 
the actual work in St. Louis. 
These firms will work 
under 
my direction, and we will use the 
information 
they 
collect 
to 
prepare a final audit report in 
my office. 
The idea of subcontracting 
audit work to private firm s is a 
fairly new one in this office. So 
far, it has been working very 
well Based on this experience, I 
am now planning to use this 
procedure for all sp ecial audits. 
Subcontracting this work will 
allow us to move m ore swiftly in 
special audit situations, and will 
clear the logjam of special audits 
which now await our attention 
This new procedure also should 
m ean'som e savings to the local 
governments (which, under the 
law, are required to pay for 
special audits), as the private 
firm s often can do this type of 
work a little more economically 
than m y office. 
This will take care of the cities 
and 
school 
districts 
whose 
citizens 
have 
petitioned 
my 
office for audits, but what about 
the hundreds of local govern­ 
ments whose citizens have not 
filed 
audit 
petitions? 
These 
taxpayers should benefit from 
regular 
audit -work, 
but 
at 
present there is no state law 
requiring regular audit of many 
cities 
and 
towns. 
For 
this 
reason. 1 will have legislation 
introduced in the next session of 
the General Assembly to require 
regular annual audits of all 


political subdivisions. 
This 
legislation 
should 
elim inate the need for petition 
audits and hopefully will lead to 
better fiscal m anagem ent and 
m ore credibility in government 
as well.

Tax figures now- available from 
the D epartm ent of Revenue, 
however, indicate that tourism 
was well past the billion-dollar 
m ark in 1971 and has risen 
steadily ever since. 
According to Pasley, 1974 tax 
figures are not yet available, but 
a conservative projection from 
‘73 figures shows tourism topped 
the $2 billion level last year. This 
huge amount, spent statewide, 
generated over $180 million in 
state and local taxes last year, 
he said. 
The 
overall 
projection 
is 
based on taxes collected by the 
D epartm ent of Revenue from 
businesses 
in 
Missouri 
that 
cater especially to travelers. 
Pasley said. These businesses, 
including eating places, lodging, 
Campgrounds and tourist a t­ 
tractions, am ong others, were 
selected on the recom m endation 
of the U.S. Travel D ata Center in 
Washington, D C . 
According to statistics from 
the D epartm ent of Revenue and 
the Division of Employm ent 
Security, the core of M issouri’s 
travel business is centered in the 
16,233 businesses serving per­ 
sons on trips away from home,

DETROIT (AP) - Auto in­ 
dustry executives, whose boom- 
year bonuses put them at the 
top of America’s high-paid in­ 
dustrial 
magnates 
in 
1973, 
dropped from the ranks of the 
nation’s most rewarded execu­ 
tives for 1974. 
Revlon President Michel C. 
Bergerac led the list with total 
compensation 
of 
$1,595,000. 
Much of his pay reportedly was 
an inducement to accept the 
post. He left IT&T for the cos­ 
metics firm. 
A survey of executive com­ 
pensation by Business Week 
magazine shows most automo­ 
tive executives trailed their 
counterparts in 31 other in­ 
dustries last year. 
Though top automakers’ sala­ 
ries rose eight per cent over 
1973, their bonuses were down 
85.9 per cent, sending their 
over all compensation a sharp 
43 per cent lower. 
Ford Chairman Henry Ford 
II and President Lee A. Ia- 
cocca, the auto industry’s high­ 
est-paid 
executives 
in 
1974, 
each earned $573,000 less than 
in 1973 when the firm ’s profits 
were 60 per cent higher. 
The pay cuts left Ford and 
Iacocca each with $292,000 in 
salary. 
At General Motors, where a 
60 per cent profit plunge wiped 
out cash and stock bonuses,

At Chrysler Corp., which re­ 
ported a record $52-million loss

Chrysler’s board still grante< 
stock options to Townsend fo 
60.000 shares and to Riccardi 
for 50,000 shares. 
Profits were down only 38 pe 
cent at American Motors, ana 
the AMC executives were the 
only real winners among the 
auto executives.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Five 
Missouri school districts are 
among 115 districts nationally 
which have been asked by the 
U.S. 
Department

the districts said the request 
was routine and their districts 
have no problems. 
‘‘As far as we know, we are 
in total compliance with the de­ 
segregation guidelines. There is 
no segregation m the school 
system,” said Fred W. Morrow, 
superintendent at Poplar Bluff. 
The other school districts are 
at Cape Girardeau. Springfield, 
Joplin and Brentwood 
“Our requests do not mean 
JEW has concluded that the 
school districts are in violation 


of civil rights law,” said Peter 
E. Holmes, director of the U.S. 
Office for Civil Rights. “On the 
contrary, the replies from the 
school districts may show that 
there is no discrimination and 
that no further action is neces­ 
sary.” 
The HEW letters sent this 
week were the result of an or­ 
der March 14 from Judge John 
H Pratt of U.S. District Court 
in Washington. D C. The agen­ 
cy was ordered to contact with 
in 
60 days 
school 
districts 
which the judge said appeared 
to have one or more schools 
with at least 20 per cent racial 
disproportion on the basis of 
1972 enrollment figures. 
An example of racial dis­ 
proportion would be a district 
with 20 per cent minority stu­ 
dents but with one or more 


schools with 40 per cent minor­ 
ity students 
Holmes said in Washington 
Friday that such an imbalance 
would not necessarily be evi­ 
dence of discrimination under 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 
He said the districts have un­ 
til June 30 to explain the al­ 
leged imbalances to HEW. 
Supt. Harold Bell of Joplin 
said the letter he received was 
merely a request to update the 
racial makeup of the student 
body. A similar report was sub­ 
mitted in October 1972, he said. 
“We don’t think we have 
much of a problem here, eal- 
ly,” Bell said Friday. 
Walter J. Molo, the Brent­ 
wood superintendent, said he 
was confident his district would 
be able to meet the compliance 
standards

Enrollm ent at schools 
for handicapped rises 


JEFFERSON CITY—Today, 
there are children in Missouri, 
some of them 16 years of age and 
older, who are going to school 
for the first time. 
These new pupils are among 
the 
severely 
handicapped 
youngsters who now attend one 
of 
the 
68 
facilities for 
the 
severely handicapped operated 
by the State Department of 
Elementary 
and 
Secondary 
Education. 
For the most part, the new 
students areattending schoolas a 
result of Missouri's new Han­ 
dicapped Children’s Act. This 
nationally recognized law was 
passed by the General Assembly 
in 1973. with funded program s 
beginning July 1,1974. 
During the first six months of 
operation, the enrollment at the 


State Schools for the Severely 
Handicapped increased almost 
37 per cent, from 1,700 to 2,326 
children. 
In addition, 285 children are 
now 
being 
served 
at 
other 
special education facilities on a 
contractual 
b asis. 
This 
is 
necessary 
because 
the state 
schools are too crowded to offer 
appropriate services. 
This means that a total of 911 
youngsters 
(an 
increase 
of 
almost 54 per cent) have been 
added to the program between 
July 1 and Dec*. 31 
More are 
lieing added as the program 
becomes better established. 
Handicapping conditions of 
students at the schools include 
the 
severe 
and 
profoundly 
retarded, severely emotionally 
disturbed 
and 
the 
multiple 


handicapped, including blind- 
retarded, deaf-retarded, deaf- 
blind. etc. 
“ In 
human 
terms, 
it’s a 
spectacular story,” says 
Dr 
Leonard Hall, assistant com­ 
missioner for special education 
in the Department of Education. 
“ There are youngsters 16 years 
and older who. for the first time, 
are being taken 
from 
their 
homes and now are in a struc­ 
tured educational program. 
“ We re not performing any 
m iracles yet. but we are im­ 
proving. and we are building the 
foundation of a good program .” 
Hall 
reports 
that 
the un­ 
precedented enrollment growth 
has 
caused 
som e 
m ajor 
financial and staffing problems. 
“ The rapid expansion could 
have overwhelmed the teachers 
and the school staffs, but they 
have done and are doing a 
tremendous job. The staffs are 
under great pressure and they 
need help, but they are not 
holding back 
We’re moving 
ahead as fast as possible, and if 
we can continue to receive the 
support of all interested per­ 
sons, we just may accomplish a 
few minor miracles wiih som eof 
these deserving youngsters.” 
The 
State 
Board 
of 
Education currently operates 65 
schools 
for 
severely 
han­ 
dicapped 
at 
68 
attendance 
centers. Included in this number 
are seven new schools opened 
since 
Sept. 
1, 
1974, 
to ac­ 
commodate the influx of pupil 
population as a result of the 
Handicapped Children's Act. 
Of the 68 facilities (including

These are located in Kansas

Constantine Brown, then a 
columnist for the Washington 
Star with good connections in

whose name I have, passed on 
the news to President Chiang. 
Instead of ordering the CIA 
assassination 
team 
arrested 
when it landed in Taipei, Chiang 
instructed 
his 
coun­ 
terintelligence chief to keep our 
operatives 
under 
constant 
surveillance so as to discover 
what 
disloyal 
elem ents 
cooperated with them. 
In time, the $5 million was 
spent. Two CIA agents were 
arrested and a Chinete general 
was shot. 
The arrests and the execution 
were reported in the Chinese 
press with little explanation 
How many others on Taiwan, 
implicated in the plot, were also 
arrested is not known 
I first heard thisstory, though 
only in schbatic form, from 
Harold 
Lavine, 
one 
of 
the 
country’s finest and toughest 
reporters, when his desk and 
mine were back to back during 
our Newsweek days. 
It seemed unbelievable - (me 
of those hair-raisers which are 
impossible to check out. But I 
did repeat it to Vice President 
Richard Nixon, asking him if it 
was true. The two of us were 
sitting in his hideaway Capital 
office, and he had hia feet upon 
the desk. His feet came down 
with a thump. 
“Sure, it’s true,” he said. 
“CIA tried the same thing with 
Syngman Rhee!” 
Nixon indicated to me that 
nothing would be gamed by 
writing the story, 
if indeed 
anyone would publish it. 
That CIA tried to assassinate 
President Rhee of Korea is no 
longer a secret 
One of my 
sources described the bitterness 
with which Rhea would tell of 


one CIA attempt. He was on his 
boat, prominently displaying the 
Korean presidential flag, when 
it passed an island which the 
CIA used for training purposes. 
As the boat drew close, it was 
peppered with rifle fire, though 
Rhee was not hurt. 
Some two years ago I men­ 
tioned the attempt on President 
Chiang’s life in a column, giving 
only the high points My account 
was 
met 
with 
universal 
disbelief. Since then, there has 
been enough in the public prints 
about the CIA’s assassination 
teams to convince the doubters 
I detail the story of these two 
attempts not because I wish to 
hold 
CIA 
up 
to 
censure. 
Intelligence operations, whether 
conducted by us, by the British 
or by the Kremlin, are a dirty 
business - the “wet” kind being 
the dirtiest 


CIA, 
however, 
does 
not 
operate in a vacuum Had there 
not been a strong desire on the 
part of the State Department to 
dislodge Presidents Chiang and 
Rhee, the CIA would not have 
acted. 


But does CIA have the right to 
interfere as it tried to do, in the 
affairs of friendly nations at war 
with our enemies? If the State 
Department decides that Israel 
is being “unreasonable,” will 
CIA decide to move against its 
leaders? These are the questions 
which 
the 
committees 
of 
Congress 
investigating 
CIA 
should answer, but will not.

Congress 
to expand 
on job aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - When 
Congress reconvenes June 2 
after a 10-day Memorial Day 
recess, the lawm akers will face 
a wide array of legislation de­ 
signed to assist the unemployed 
by providing jobs and more 
jobless benefits. 
The Senate in particular will 
be faced with two m ajor pro­ 
gram s that were passed by 
large m argins in the House this 
week. 
In one instance, a $6 billion 
plan to extend and expand two 
tem porary program s of feder­ 
ally financed benefits for the 
unemployed was approved 381 
to 8 Wednesday night by the 
House. 
The 
legislation, 
sup­ 
ported by the Ford adm inis­ 
tration, acknowledges the per­ 
sistence of high unemployment 
and extends into next year two 
program s created last Decem­ 
ber and earlier this year. 
—An existing 26-week pro­ 
gram of federal supplem ental 
benefits 
would 
be 
extended 
through 
mid-1976 
when 
the 
maximum would be reduced to 
13 weeks for the rest of 1976. 
The present law expires June 
30. 
The program also would con­ 
tinue an extra 13 weeks of fed­ 
eral jobless benefits for those 
out of work in hardcore jobless 
areps, bringing coverage to 65 
weeks, 
including other state 
and federal program s. 
—Another existing program 
providing jobless benefits for 
persons not covered by unem ­ 
ployment insurance also would 
be extended through mid-1976, 
and the maximum num ber of 
weeks 
of federally 
financed 
benefits would be boosted from 
26 to 39 weeks. Present law ex­ 
pires Dec 31. 
The estimated 12 million per­

are 
mainly farm workers, house­ 
hold workers and state and lo­ 
cal government employes. 
The House-passed bill also 
would deny jobless aid in the 
case of educational employes in

those employes have contracts 
for both term s or years. 
The second m ajor program 
lacing the Senate auhorizes $5 
billion for state and lo:al public 
works projects and uould pro­ 
vide 100 per cent fede-al fund­ 
ing when work could begin 90 
days after project appioval. 
This bill, sent to the Senate 
on Tuesday by a 313-8t vote, is 
opposed by the Ford adminis­ 
tration which argues the pro­ 
gram would aggravate inflation 
because the economy already is 
improving 
Supporters of that bill say the 
construction industry has been 
particularly hard hit and that 
the jobless rate in the buildmg 
trades exceeds 18 per cent, 
compared with an 8.9 per cent 
national jobless rate. Backers 
claim the bill would provide 
250.000 construction jobs. 
Meanwhile, 
the Labor De­ 
partm ent reported Wednesday 
that new claim s of unemploy­ 
ment insurance benefits rose by 
12,300 in the week ending May 
10. But the total number of 
Am ericans getting unemploy­ 
ment compensation declined by

Meyer noted, ‘We want to 
hear the problems surrounding 
m alpractice 
insurance. 
It 
certainly is a serious matter if 
claims are true that this type of 
insurance will soon be costing 
Missouri consumers from 20 to 
25 per cent more for a regular 
office call.” 
The 
Senate 
has 
already 
passed a bill to allow’ physicians 
to form associations providing 
malpractice insurance. That bill 
has been heard by the House 
Public 
Health 
and 
Safety 
Committee and reported to the 
floor. 
However, Meyer noted, “ This 
measure is really a stopgap 
proposal. 1 believe there needs 
to be an in depth investigation 
into the needs and problems so 
long-range 
solutions 
can 
be 
developed.” 
Missouri is one of the few 
states which at the present time 
is not facing an immediate 
availability or cost problem. In 
some states certain physicians 
in high-risk fields cannot even 
obtain 
medical 
malpractice 
insurance at any price. 
It is generally agreed that the 
problem has been growing for 
several years and can not be 
linked to one specific cause 


Certainly the growing number of 
claims and the increased size of 
settlements have been factors. 
Another major influence has 
been 
interpretation 
of the 
statute 
of 
limitations. 
In 
Missouri 
the 
statute 
of 
limitation for adults is limited to 
two years, however, minors are 
covered until they are 18 years 
old. In many states the statute of 
limitations has been extended 
dramatically by court rulings 
which have interpreted it to 
mean the limitation is from time 
of discovery, not time of the 
action. 
Another major problem is that 
many cases 
takes years to 
settle. During that time medical 
standards 
often 
change 
drastically and new advances 
make older techniques seem 
antiquated. Also, doctors claim 
that medicine is not an exact 
science and success cannot be 
guaranteed. 
Probably the most discussed 
factor is the contingency fees or 
percentage of the settlement 
which 
attorneys 
receive 
as 
payment 
for 
services. 
The 
general fee in malpractice suit 
is about 33 and 
one-third per 
cent of the recovery amount, 
although in some cases it is as 


high as 50 percent. 
Some states are attempting to 
establish a fixed contingency fee 
through legislation or supreme 
court rulings. In these states, 
the amount of fee decreases as 
the amount of recovery in­ 
creases. 
The 
solutions 
to 
these 
problems are almost as difficult 
as the problem itself. Some 
states 
are 
adopting 
state- 
operated medical malpractice 
funds. 
Other 
states 
are 
e s t a b l i s h i n g 
m e d i c a l 
malpractice liability insurance 


underwriting associations. This 
requires all authorized insurers 


to participate on the basis of 
their direct liability insurance 
writings. It becomes the ex­ 
clusive malpractice insurance 
source. 
Meyer concluded, ‘‘It is ap­ 
parent to. me that the entire 
problem needs a great deal of 
study. I believe that an interim 
committee may be the answer, 
and this hearing should give us 
an opportunity to determine how 
extensive a problem we are 
facing.”
